S.O. 802(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion in respect 
of the tea unit known as Rarduar Ten Estate situated in the District Kamrup 
of Assam, and having its registered office at 19, Circular Garden Reach Road, 
Calcutta-23, that :— 

(a) the average yield of the tea unit during the years 1974 to 1978 has 

been lower than the District yield by twenty-five per cent; and 

(b) the tea unit is being managed in a manner highly detrimental to 
the tea industry and to public interest. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-Section (1) of 
Section 16B of the Tea Act, 1953 f29 of 1953), (he Central Government hereby 
appoints for the purpose of making a full and complete Investigation into the 
affairs of the said tea unit, a body of persons consisting of : 

(1) Shri S. S. Nandkeolyar, Director of Tea Development, Tea Board, 
Calcutta. 

(2) Shri A. Dutla, Financial Adviser and Chief Accounts Officer, Tea 
Board, Calcutta. 

(3) Shri B, K. Bhuyan. Agri-Production Commissioner, Government of 
Assam. Dispur, Gauhati. 

(4) Shri A. K. Roychowdhury, Deputy Adviser (Finance), Bureau of 
Public Enterprises 1 , Mnyur Bhnvan, New Delhi. 

(5) Shri R. C. Nigam, Joint Director (Accounts), Office of the Regional 
Director, Company Law Board, Calcutta 

The said body shall submit its report to the Central Government within a 
period of 90 days from the dato of publication of this order in the Official 
Gflzcttc
